Carl 
Stokes (f)' of Cleveland reads. “ Any per.son over the age of 
eighteen years, who shall own or have in his possession, any 
other weapon which m ay f>e ccmcealed upon the person, with­ 
out a license for such weapon, issued as hereinafter prescrib ­ 
ed. shall b e gudty of a felony." 


SO IF’ YOU want fc legally own the weapon, vou will 
have to b e under 18. If you are thi.s age if would he alright 
to carry a gun. according to the proposal 
The proposal rall.s for the licen.sing of gun.s to fve in the 
hands of the sheriff of each i*ounty. An application form 
would have to fie filled out, the sheriff would have to check 
your b ackground and also check the files of the FBI and then 
determine if you a.s an individual were of “gixKl moral 
character." 
On the application it would f)e neces.sary for you to 
de.sigiiate what purpose the pistol or revolver was to f>e used 
for ,\ householder would b e permitteci to keep a wea|x>n in 
his home for protection. a.s would b usine.ssmcn, hut, the 
pmiKisal s’ay.s it would b e illegal to u.se the gun for any 
other purixise. 
Therefore if you kept a gun at home >oii would not 
lip ab le to fake it out to use for hunting or target practice, 
"The rea.son for the grari'ting of tlw* license shall lie printed 
upon the license, and the weapon for which the license was 
granted shall only he u.sed for tlie purpo.se slated upon the 
licen.se " 
All of thi.s and then add an annual licen.se fee of $5 
per each weapon. The license has to b e renewed each year. 
Thi.s could b e costly for the gun collector or even the hunt­ 
er w'ho m ay own two or three handgun.s. In a few year.s 
time the license fee ctiiild exceed the original cost of the gun. 
There are other features of the proposal which, to me. 
do not make good .sense. 
Ohio already has laws against carrying a concealed 
weapon. There are even laws against carrying loaded wea­ 
pons. concealed or otherwise, in a vehicle. Tliere are laws 
governing the discharging of firearms. 
Why this hill is b eing sub mitted is b eyond me 
More and more the general pub lic is b eing aroused 
agains>t the ownership of guns.

Ohio already has laws against carrying a concealed 
weapon. There are even laws against carrying loaded wea­ 
pons, eomealed or othei-wise. in a vehicle There are laws 
governing the discharging of firearms 
Why this hill is being submitted is bey (Mid me 
More and m ore the general public is being aroused 
against the ownership of guns. 


WHAT THE P l RIJt does not seem to be aware of is 
that making it illegal to purchase a gun. even by mail order, 
will not stop the criminal from obtaining a weapon

Most weapons used in criminal assault are stolen to 
begin with. It is not illegal to own or purchase knives but

The Law 


In law there is a term “ res 
ipsa loquitur,” which, literal­ 
ly translated, means “ t h e 
thing speaks for itself " ll is 
often used in damage cases 
where apparent negligence is 
involved 
The term originated in Eng­ 
land and was used in a case 
where a barrel had fallen from 
a warehouse door onto a pas­ 
serby. The court ruled that 
barrels just don't fall out of 
doors for no reason at al l, 
therefore someone was negli­ 
gent in his work “ Res ipsa 
loquitur" or “ the thing speaks 
for itself" — someone didn t 
do what he was supposed to 
do

stances where the doctrine 
might apply Suppose you are 
drinking a bottle of soda pop 
when suddenly something else 
slides out cf the bottle into 
your throat You choke and 
manage to get the foreign ob­ 
ject out of your mouth

The presence of this foreign 
object — a piece of glass, a 
piece of metal, etc — would 
tend to indicate that someone 
had been negligent in bottling
